nest was abandoned for unknown cause the day two eggs hatched. The young 


lay dead in the nest along with an unhatched egg, but the adults were observed 


in the area. A second nest of the pair was under construction 6 May, four 
days after discovery of the dead young. 


SUMMARY 
A study was made of breeding activitics of Vermilion Flycatchers in a mesquite wood- 
land, near Mesa, Maricopa County, Arizona. Hostile behavior in territorial defense is 
described. Four distinct vocalizations were recognized; the song is a function of the malc. 
Data on nest building, clutch size, egg-laying, incubation period and behavior, hatching, 
and parental care of the nestlings are given. 
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
